On the way Major Evans and 
several wounded men with him 
walked into a barrage flre. Two 
were killed. 

•Major Evans trained at Camp 
Meade and crimmanded a unit of 
the Seventy-ninth Division, which 
is made up of selected men from 
this State and .Maryland. Three 
msjors of the division, all well 
known in thin city, w»re killed in 
ri. They were Major Alfred 
■lald Allen, Major Benjamin

Since my last report the Fliui 
Branch of the National Association 
of the Deaf has held two good rous- 
ing meetings, one on Saturday even- 
ing, November i6th, which after 
transacting some little business, was 
devoted to a resume of the world 
war just brought to a victorious close. 
A. J. Eickhoff briefly described the 
origin of the war and touched here 
and there upon several of the great 
battles leading to the downfall of 
autocracy and militarism. 

This was followed by J. M. Stew- 
art, on " The Hague and Interna- 
tional Law," but owing to a late hour 
he had to cut it short. After indulg- 
ing in some little witticism, he said 
the subject was a large one and 
would require a long time to do it 
justice, but in a quarter of an hour's 
time he covered enough to give us an 
intelligent idea of it, and made us 
realize the value of keeping ourselves 
posted to a certain degree upon this 
phase of the war. 

Two or three others were booked 
for talks on various other phases, 
but they had to be laid aside for 
want of time. The meeting ad- 
journed after refreshments were 
served. 

As a starter to aid in entertain- 
ing the convention of the National 
Association of the Deaf in Detroit 
in 1920, tUe Flint Branch voted to 
lay aside the sum of fifty dollars. 
It is to be kept in the hands of the 
local branch separate from other 
funds, and additions are to be made 
to it from time to time. A committee 
was selected to devise ways and 
means of making additions to the 
fund, with power to carry them out as 
far as |x>ssible, and is composed of B 
K. Maxson, chairman ; Miss Gertrude 
Strand, Mrs. F. A. Lawra.sou, KHis 
R. Brown, and this will act as an 
incentive to the deaf in other parts 
of the State to follow suit, and do 
their bit towards making the tration- 
al convention the greatest ever held 
by the national body. Kalamazoo is 
understood to be the first to fall in 
line. There will be something doing 
there before long, and a branch may 
be organized. 

The other meetiug was help on 
Saturday evening, December 7th, 
and was given over in memory of the 
revered Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet 
As usual business was first disposed 
of and then an election of new officers 
for the coming year took place. It 
resulted as follows : President, B. E. 
Maxson; Vice-President, Mrs. C. C. 
Beach; Secretary, Otto W. Buby; 
Treasurer, Floyd Crippen. Mr. 
Buby was the only one holding over, 
being elected to the office for the 
third time. 

The prospects for a successful and 
plea.saut year along new lines of 
activity in the local branch are very 
bright, and every member is urged to 
take an active part 

Following the disposition of busi- 
ness, O. C. Stevens took the floor 
and gave a general account of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallandel's early life, work 
and hardships endured in introduc- 
ing his system of educating the deaf, 
and convincing the people that the 
deaf could be educated like the rest 
of humanity and be taught to depend 
upon theuLselves for making their 
livelihood. 

Mr. Hubbard followed with a few 
remarks, and exhibited us half a 
dozen little volumes of Biblical 
stories written by Mr. Gallaudet. 
The.se little volnmes are greatly 
prized for the excellence of the man 
ner in which the stories were written 
out and for the purity of the Kuglish 
language. 

Rev. Mr. Pengelly, rector of St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church, who 
happened to step in during the meet- 
ing, was asked to say a few words 
He assured us that the deaf of the 
city were welcome to use the parish 
liousc, which is a part of the church 
proper, for their meetings, socially 
and in other ways. The deaf of the 
city raided something like over one 
hundred dollars towards the erection 
of the parish hou.se.

with the other victuals served, all 
felt thankful for what they got.

In 
his younger tiays he was foreman of 
the steel company plant of Biad- 
dock. Pa. Messrs. Collins Saw- 
hill and William Friend worked 
undei him then, and speak bat well 
of him. 

Reading in the city papers that 
the captain of indu.stry was to be in 
Columbus T'lesday, Mr. Friend 
went to the Deshler Hotel right after 
dinner, hoping to get a glimpse of 
his old boss and talk with him. 
The latter, however, kept to his room 
all afternoon, or at least be failed 
to come down into tbe lobliy. So 
.Mr Friend left tbe place about six 
o'clock, very much disappointed. 

The quarantine on the pupila 
was lifted last Saturday, and they 
were allowed logo up town with the 
admonition to keep out of tbe mo- 
vies. Chapel exercises, society 
meetings, which had been discon- 
tinued duiing tbe influenza siege, 
were resumed Sunday, moreover, 
instead of continuing school 
throughout tbe holiday season, it is 
urged that every pupil who can, go 
home ou the 2lst and retnin 
promptly in January. It is tbonght 
a change of air, after the long nerv- 
ous strain every one connected 
with tbe school has gone through, 
since tbe announcement that tbe 
United Stales Government wanted 
the place, will be more beneficial. 
A glance through tbe institution 
papers of others States shows that 
with an exception or two tbey will 
keep right on 

There was no Gallaudet Day Cele- 
bration at the School last Tues- 
day, because of tbe Influenza epi- 
ilemic the' week pievious, which 
prohibited public meetings of any 
kind. This is the first omission of 
the event since il became a yearly 
event by tbe Gallaudet Branch 
here. However, at tbe Chapel ser- 
vice on Tuesday morning, Mr. Zorn 
gave a sketch of the life of Gallau- 
det and the lieueficial work he per- 
formed for humanity. 

A package of sixteen aprons, 
made liy Mrs. A. C. Weaver, of 
Springpeld, O., was received by 
Mr. C. W. Charles, with request to 
distribute among the lady residents 
of Ihe Home as presents. Tbe lady, 
who made them, is in her eightieth 
year. Yeats ago her daughter, Liz- 
zie, now Mis. Eli F. Clement, of 
Osnaburg, was a pupil of tbe 
writer. 

The injury to Mr Turner, of the 
Home, is more serious than was 
first thonght.

A short time ago our Superinten 
dent gave an interesting talk in the 
chapel to the faculty on the simplest 
truths of astronomy, illustrated t)y 
magic lantern slides 

The older children were present 
and the following day their interest 
was manifested by the questions 
they asked concerning the pictures 
and charts seen the night previous. 

A few days after, Mr. Harris came 
to the school room aud the highest 
grades HSHeml>ied to enjoy a talk he 
gave them, drawing on thenlate step 
by step his own illustrations so as to 
make clear his statements, also use 
ing apparatus to explain 

The children, by repeating his 
statemi nts and answf rinu bis qnes 
tlons, showed a decided interest in 
his lesson. They have learned the 
following facts, realizing [a.^tronomy 
is the science or knowledge of the 
heavenly bodies and our earth to be 
one of the eight planets that revolve 
around the sun. 

The weight of the sun is 744 times 
as much as all the planets. 

The earth weighs six sextillion 
tons. 

The rotating of the earth on its 
axis and the earth revolving around 
the sun were made clear to tbem. 

The heavenly bodies they re 
cognize to be the sun, moon, stars 
and the planets. 

The planets revolve around the 
sun in the order as we have learned 
to name tbem:

Neptune's distance from the sun 
is thirty times the earth's or over 
two billon miles. 

Mercury is tbe nearest planet to the 
sun. 

Neptune is tbe farthest from tbe 
sun. 

Mercury is tbe smallest planet, 
Jupiter is tbe largest planet. 
Mars is called tbe ruddy planet. 
Venus is often tbe evening star. 
Saturn is seeu with riugs, through 
tbe telescope. 

Venus is the planet whose orbit 
or path is between Mercury and tbe 
earth. 

The sun is so large that if it were 
hollow it would hold a million balls 
each as big as tbe earth. 

Tbe Stars are glowing bodies, 
like our sun, which is 865,000 miles 
in diameter. 

Tbe stars look small because they 
are so very far away. 

It takes light four and one-half 
years to travel from the nearest star 
to us. 
There are billions of stars. 
By means of pictures of solar oli- 
servatories and telescopes they have 
learned to define each. A solar ob 
servatory is a building in which tbe 
heavenly bodies are studied. 

A telescope is an instrument 

through which astronomers study

The best telescope brings things

RCLIPSB. 
The earth passes between the sun 
and tbe moon every month.
